COMMERCIAL MOTOR VEHICLE OPERATION — DISQUALIFICATION — HUMAN

TRAFFICKING

H.F. 2235

AN ACT disqualifying a person convicted of human trafficking involving the use of a
commercial motor vehicle from operating a commercial motor vehicle for life.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

Section 1. Section 321.208, subsection 2, paragraph d, Code 2020, is amended to read as
follows:
d. A felony or aggravated misdemeanor involving the use of a motor vehicle, other than an

offense involving manufacturing, distributing, or dispensing a controlled substance a felony
or aggravated misdemeanor otherwise provided for in this section.

Sec. 2. Section 321.208, Code 2020, is amended by adding the following new subsection:
NEW SUBSECTION. 5A. A person is disqualified from operating a commercial motor

vehicle for life upon a conviction that the person used a commercial motor vehicle in the
commission of a felony involving an act or practice of human trafficking as defined in section
710A.1.
